YOUR FARM PROBLEM 
by Ezra Taft Benson 
. Secretary of Agriculture 
This nation has a serious farm 
problem, 


It does not affe i : 
m ject agriculture a. jencourage 


lone It is everybody's problem. 


Today your government has ap-| 


proximately $50 billions of your 
ies. 

You own outright more than $2.5 
billions worth of wheat, corn, cot- 
ton and other surplus farm products. 
| You have outstanding loans on ag- 
| ricultural commodities totaling about 
jthe same amount. This figure is 
|growing daily. 
|" You are paying more than $14 
| million each month just fo store 
these surpluses. This bill is grow- 
ing, too, as additional invensories 
lare accumulated by your govern- 
| ment. ‘ 
|The losses which your government 
[Sustained in disposing of just a 
small portion of your holdings dur- 
ing the first three months of this 
fiscal year amounted to $47 millions. 

But, you ask, don’t we have a 
farm program, designed to, insure 
agricultural prosperity and prevent 
the very. situation we find ourselves 
in today? 

The answer is that we are op- 
erating under the same farm pro- 
gram we had last year and for sev- 
eral previous years, Actually we 
have strengthened it in several im- 
portant respects to permit farmers 
|to take broader advantage of its 
provisions, Existing legislation binds 
us to a continuation of price sup- 
ports at 90 per cent of parity on 
basic commodities through the 1954 
crop year. 

Nevertheless, farm prices have 
declined steadily from the record 
peaks established under the impetus 
of the Korean war in February, 1951. 
During the 12 months immediately 
before I became Secretary of Ag- 
riculture, the farm prices parity ra- 
‘tio slid from 113 to 95 per cent. 
Since February of this year, prices 
{have been more stable than in 1952, 
|averaging about 93 per cent of par- 
ity. 
This story of declining farm in- 
come and mounting agricultural sur- 
pluses is the best evidence that our 


effectively. 
For more than a decade, our farm- 


sure. To meet the war-time needs of 
ourselves and our allies, they turn- 
Jed out record amounts of food and 
jfiber between 1941 and 1946. With 


\|the end of the second*World War, 


they were asked to provide the com- 
modities required in the rehabilita- 
tion of Europe and other sections 
of the earth. Then came the Kor-| 
ean War, with new and heavy de- 
mands for farm goods of all kinds. 

Suddenly this situation was rad- 
ically altered. World food produc- 
tion had been climbing since 1946. 
By 1952 this was exerting strong 
pressure in the market places. O 
wheat exports dropped by one-third 
in a single year, cotton by even| 
more. Not only had importing nat-| 
ions increased their own produc-| 
tion, but they found that they could 
supply their reduced needs at low- 
er prices from exporting countries 
which had no farm price support 
programs. | 

Just as many American consum- 
ers have turned from butter to less 
‘expensive spreads, so have other} 
nations sought cheaper pwheat, cot- 
ton and other products. 

We have learned through some- 
times bitter experience that when 
the farmer is in trouble, there is 
likely to be trouble ahead for every- 
body. This year, net farm income 
is expected to be nearly $1 billion 
less than it was in 1952. And in 
1952 it was more than $1 billion 
below the preceding year. While 
farm income has been dropping, our 
total national income has actually 
increased. ¥ 

This disparity cannot continue in 
an economy such as ours. en 
the farmer can't buy the products 
of industry, there are certain to be 
serious dislocations, < oie 

How we got into this situation is 
not as important, at the moment, as 
what we propose to do about it. I 
have outlined here some of the 
major problems facing agriculture. 
In a subsequent article, I should 
like to discuss some of the possible 
solutions. 

‘Any effective solution of today’s 
farm problem must provide methods 
for reducing our huge stockpile of 
agricultural commodities and at the 
same time prevent further burden- 
some accumulations. ; 

Getting rid of these surpluses is 
only half of our problem. Even if 
we were able to bring them down to

Of course, we could destroy some 
of our surpluses. Remember the gov- 
ernment’s potato fiasco of a few 
years ago? 

Or we might plow under every 
third row of cotton and kill little 
pigs. Remember the mid-1930's? 

Actually, we would not even con- 
sider such’ wasteful practices. 

We are attempting to move sur- 
plus food and fiber into foreign 
markets. World prices, however, are 
well below the figures at which we 
acquired these commodities under 
our price support operations. This 
means that we will be forced to 
take substantial loses on whatever 
we sell abroad. 

At the same time, we must avoid 
outright dumping, which would dis- 
rupt normal trade channels and 
bring down upon us the wrath ot 
other friendly countries, 

There .are these‘ other alterna- 
tives: We can make a real effort to 
move surpluses out of warehouses 
and into stomachs by promoting 
greater public consumption of some 
commodities. We can push for- 
ward in our research programs to 
uncover new uses for farm goods. 
We can throw our entire weight be- 
ind nlans for expanding present 
foreign markets and finding new 
outlets overseas. 

Such methods, while they will not 
produce results as quickly as dump 
ing or destroying food, offer a far 


sounder approach to. our basic pro 


blems.

A Pain n the Neck 

“He gives me a pain in the neck.” 
We've all-said it at one time or aa- 
jother. And it can literally be true. 
‘A boring person can give you a pain 
in the neck. In spite of the discom-

History was made today when 
the Long Lines Department of 
the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company announced 
Foe to yg the first tele- 
Phone cable m across the 
Atlantic Ocean. It will be by far 
the longest underseas voice 
cable in the world and the first 
laid at depths found in mid- 
ocean. 

The announcement stated 
that an agreement had been 
signed for construction of the 
cable, by the A.T.T. Company, 
the British Post Office, which 
organization provides telephone 
service in Great Britain, and the 
Canadian Overseas Telecom- 
munication Corporation, which 
furnishes overseas communica- 
tions for Canada. It will be own- 
ed jointly by these three organi- 
zations. Simultaneous announce- 
ments were made by the appro- 
priate agencies in Great Britain 
and Canada.

BUILT UP LITTER HELPs 
PREVENT COCCIDIOSIS 


“Built-up litter” programs for 
poultry not only save work, but 
they also help control coccidiosis in 
chickens, according to veterinary 
medical authorities. 

A report this week on the litter 
system indicated that it checks coc- 
cidial development in chicks because 
the litter is dry and does not harbor 
the parasites. Frequent stirring and 
addition of lime or superphosphate 
helps keep the litter dry. 

Authorities pointed out, however, 
that the built-up litter plan required 
more ventilation to avoid ammonia 
odors which might irritate mem- 
branes of the chickens. Some para-

Everyone has heard Emerson's 
famous aphorism, “Build a better 
mousetrap, and the world will beat 
‘a path to your door.” But, appeal- 


ence and skepticism. 

That is the theme of an article 
by Merle Thorpe in Service, a mag- 
azine published by Cities Service 
Company for its employes and cus- 
tomers. 

Mr. Thorpe cites a long list 01 in- 
ventions we now accept without 
question which at the beginning, 
were given the coldest possible res- 
ponse. The Post Office Department 
rejected Morse’s telegraph on the 
grounds that it had no practical 
value. A great newspaper regard- 
ed Edison's claims on behalf of the 
value of electricity as a crazy no- 
tion. Langley was ridiculed for say- 
img thay men could fly in machines. 
Marconi fled Italy to avoid a jail 
sentence imposed on the ground 
that his radio experiments were 
causing sickness. The British Par- 
liameng passed a law forbidding 
Stevenson, the inventor of the steam 
engine, to lay track—and, even after 
this was rescinded, established a 
speed limit for his locomotive of 
eight miles ap hour. 

Mr, Thorpe’s point is that there 
always is resistance on the part of 
people to new things and that it 
must be broken down. And at pres- 
ent, he writes, “There are a thous- 
and new things a-borning- Labo. 
atories are working feverishly on pet- 
rochemicals, on electronics and plas- 
tics, on by-products of the split 
atom, and power from the sun, puri- 
fied water from the sea, synthetic 
fibers, substitutes for milk, problems 
of dust, smoke, friction, weights and 
decay; stronger, lighter, cheaper, 
and longer lasting building mater- 
andlials; $0000 molds or fungi which 
might produce results comparable 
iv, to mention only a few.

What then, has been the cause of 
our unparalelled acceptance and use 
of so many things, despite all the 
resistance, and our attainment of

Mr. Thorpe's view, the cause in 
iound in a relatively small group of 
people--the salesmen. He writes, 
The American salesman, wholly 
snlike his xind in other countries. is 
not a mere order taker.

He is a merchant, not a 
storekeeper. He keeps goods in his 
store, but, this is the important dif- 
ference, he takes pains to promote 
the sale of them, American sales- 
manship has made one-time luxuries 
today’s conveniences; yesterday's 
conveniences’ today's necessities.” 
Mr. Thorpe goes on at length to 
show how salesmanship has trans- 
formed this country, to the enorm- 
ous benefit of everyone in it. At the 
end he says, “The plain and simple 
fact is that the United States of

Boston, - Awards of two import- 
ant contracts in connection with the 
construction of New England Elec- 
tric System's Littleton hydroelectric 
project on the upper Connecticut 
River were anuounced today by 
Irwin L. Moore, the System's presi- 
dent.

In the unlikely event the Sup- 
reme Court rules that baseball is in- 
terstate commerce, and that the re- 
serve clause in player contract: in 
violation of antitrust laws, Senator 
Edwin (Big Ed) Johnson will cor- 
rect the situation. Johnson is pres- 
ident-without-pay of the Western 
League, top Democrat on the Com- 
merce Committee, and a power in 
Congress. He has proposed legis- 
lation which would exempt baseball 
from antitrust litigation—jw@t as the 
Reed-Bulwinkle Act gives immunity 
to the railroads in fixing rates. And 
with Senator Johnson as sponsor, 
such a bill would most certainly be- 
come law.

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Johnson will be 70 years old next 
New Year's Day, by which time he 
will have indicated whether or not 
he will run for re-election in 1954, 
He is an outstanding campaigner. 
In 1948, he carried every single 
county in Colorado--which had 
much to do with Truman's wioning 
the state. A conservative who buck- 
ed FDR on foreign policy while m 
the House and as a Senate rookie, 
Johnson continued to follow the 
nationalist line during Tromans 
Presidency.

posals now under study for tax law 
changes, to help the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration achieve a balanced bud- 
get and a fairer internal revenue 
code. Actually, the prospects for far- 
reaching revision of the code are 
dim. Even the general manufactures, 
excise tax--an indirect form of nat- 
ional sales levy-is out of the picture 
for 1954, a midterm election year. 

The excess profits tax also will 
xpire on schedule as of New Year's 
Eve, along with the latest 10 per- 
cent Korean war rise in personal in- 
come rates to 47 per-cent, scheduled 
for next April, will Be short-lived. 
Secretary Humphrey has virtually 
been assured that the rate will be 
upped to 50 per-cent; and he is 
more than grateful.

A venerable Southern Democrat, 
Walter George, will call the turn on 
tax amendments in the coming year.

!CONTROL of LICE on CATTLE 
NEEDS ATTENTION NOW 


Dairy and beef herd owners were 
advised today that measures should 
be started immediately to control 
lice if the pests are spotted on cattle. 

The American Veterinary Med- 
ical Association said quick control 
measures could reduce the losses 
caused by these parasites and would 
protect the herds. Lices cay cause 
»|serious anemia,in cattle, sometimes 
terminating in death, if the parasite 
is not trolled 

“All cattle in the herd and their 
quarters should be sprayed with 
chlordane or lindane to destroy lice,’ 
the AVMA said.."If the weather is 
already too cold for spraying, a 


powdered chemical can be used.’ 

Lice inféstations are usually easy 
to spot in cattle. When animals 
start rubbing and scratching, they 
should be checked for parasites. 
However, the AVMA added that 
such skin irritation may be a sym- 
ptom of hyperkeratosis or of mange 
dr other skin conditions, so a vet- 
erinarian's diagnosis should be ob- 
tained. He can also recommend sani- 
tation and control measures to help 
head off serious losses, the AVMA 
said. 


BOSTON & MAINE SEEKS TO 
REDUCE ANNUAL DEFICIT 


Creation of a separate passenger 
service department of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad, to be headed by 
Vice President Robert M. Edgar of 
Winchester, was announced today 
by President T, G. Sughrue for the 
purpose of intensive review of pass- 
enger service and reduction of the 
annual deficit from passenger op- 
erations, 

In making the announcement Pre- 
sident Sughrue stated that the new 
head of the Passenger Department 
will have complete authority to set 
up an organization capable of hand- 
ling traffic, sales and operations. 

“There must be a new way to 
substantially reduce, if not com- 
pletely eliminate the annual deficit 
from passenger operations which 
has approximated $12,000,000 a year 
since the war,” Mr. Sughrue said. 

“We believe,” he continued, “that 
way is to improve our service in 
those areas where it is needed and 
used, or where a potential for in- 
creased use exits, just as much as 
it is necessary to curtail or elim- 
inate series operated at losses in 
areas where current use is slight 
and no potential for growth exists.”

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New! “BIG SHIP RADAR” 

The peril of collision in fog or 
darkness — major hazard to small 
vessels threading their way through 
crowded harbors or along rocky 
coasts — has now been reduced 
through the magic of a new elec- 
tronic device. 

“Big Ship” radar, with its rotating 
antenna and all-seeing eye is no 
‘longer confined to Navy ships and 
other large, ocean-going vessels, it 
was revealed today, but is available 
at moderate cost for use on tugs, 
* | workboats, yachts, motor launches, 
small fishing vessels, and similar 
craft. 

Preview demonstrations are being 
held’ all this week by Raytheon 
Manufacturing Company, developer 
of the new radar, aboard the Wal- 
tham, Mass., electronics firm’s 60- 
foot vessel, the “Alan”, which is 
berthed at Pier 1, The Battery, New 
York. The “Alan” has been equipp- 
ed with the new Model 1500 “Mar- 
iners Pathfinder”* radar, the small- 
est and niost compact equipment of 
its kind in the world, 

The new radar has all of the ess- 
ential features of its bigger predec- 
essor, according to Raytheon en- 
gineers, who pointed out that their 
company now has more commercial 
marine radar sets in operation than 
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searchlight. When these rays strike 
an object, they rebound like echoes, 
but with the speed of light. The ra- 
ar picks up these “echoes’ ‘of its 
own signals, and translates the time 
interval between the signal and its 
echo into distance. The direction 
and distance of objects are indicated | 
on a picture scope, similar to a 
television screen. 

The Model 1500 was described as 
a pulse radar with a 10-inch scope. 
It has selective ranges of one, two, 
four, eight, and: sixteen miles. There 
are two units, consisting of the an- 
tenna-transmitter, which is mounted 
on the mast, and the indicator-re- 
ceiver unit, which:can be mounted 
on the bulkhead, overhead, or placed 
on a table or shelf. There is a bear- 
ing cursor and a “reflection plotter” 
included, by means of which the 
operator can keep a constant check 
on t* ranges, bearings, and cours- 
es ot other vessels, to avoid col- 
lisions; or keep similar track of fixed 
objects like buoys, shore points, 
and lightships for navigational pur- 
poses.

‘reported to the Department in the 
past two months with still another 
case under suspicion. 

Because of the extreme popular- 
ity and nature of the colorful pets, 
opportunity for contagion is wide- 
spread and potentially dangerou: 
The serious nature of the: illness 
demonstrated by the frequent oc- 
currence of deaths in earlier out- 
breaks, The last serious epidemic in 
this area occured in the early ‘30s 
when sixteen cases and. two deaths 
were reported. 

As a result of this epidemic, rigid 
restrictions were placed on the im- 
portation and interstate commerce 
of birds of the psittacine family 
f/but, because of the discovery of a 
closely. related virus in pigeons, 
chickens and other birds with which 
people come in close contact, various 
groups urged the relaxation-of these 
directives. On the recommendation 
of state and local health officers the 
Public Health Service removed most 
of the restrictions two years ago. 

While interstate restrictions were 
lifted, however, the importation of 
birds from foriegn countries is still 
regulated. It is illegal to import
